His Majesty has viewed for some time past^ with 
gaxae,' conoem^ the state of «Siirs in the East of 
Biitop^.

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the Greek proTinces an(f islands^ which has been 
marked on • each side . by .excesses revolting to 
humanity. 

' In the progress of that contest^ the rights of 
Neutral States, and the laws which regulate the in- 
tercourse of civilized Nations, have been repeatedly 
idolated, and the peaceful commerce of His Ma- 
jesty's subjects has been exposed to frequent inter- 
ruption, and to depredations, too often aggravated 
by acts of violence and atrocity. 

His Majesty has felt the deepest anxiety to ter- 
minate the caJamities, and avert the dangers, in- 
separable from hostilities, which constitute the only 
exception to the general tranquillity of £urope. 

Having been earnestly entreated by the Greeks to 
interpose His good offices^ with a view to effect a 
reeonciliation between them and the Ottoman Porte, 
His Majesty conceited measures for that purpose, 
in the first instance with the Emperor of Russia, 
and subsequently with His Imperial Majesty and the 
King of France. 

His Majesty has given directions that there should 
be laid before you copies of a Protocol signed at 
Saint Petersburgh by the Plenipotentiaries of His 
Majesty and of His Imperial Majesty the Emperor 
of Russia, on the 4th of April 1826, and of the 
Treaty' entered into between His Majesty and the 
Courts of the Tuileries and of Saint Petersbuighy* 
on the 6th of July 1827. 

In the course of the measures adopted with a 
Tiew to carry into effect the object of the Treaty, a 
collision, wholly unexpected by His Majesty, took 
place in the port of Navarin, between the fleets of 
the Contracting Powers and that of the Ottoman;

manifestly their common interest to accede. 

In maintaining the national faith by adhering to 
the engagements into which His Majesty has entered^ 
His Majesty will never lose sight ot the great objects 
to which all His efforts have been directed — the 
termination of the contest between the hostile 
parties — the permanent settlement of their future 
relations to each other — and the maintenance of the 
repose of Europe upon the basis on which it has 
rested since the last general Treaty of Peace. 

His Majesty has the greatest satisfaction in in- 
forming you, that the purposes for which His Ma- 
jesty, upon the requisition of the Court of Lisbon, 
detached a military force to Portugal, have been 
accomplished. The obligations of good faith having 
been fulfilled, and the safety and independence of 
Portugal secured. His Majesty has given orders that 
the forces now in that country should be immediately 
withdrawn. 

We are commanded by His Majesty to acquaint 
you, that His Majesty has concluded Treaties of 
Amity and Commerce with the Emperor of Brazil, 
and with the United States of Mexico 3 copies of 
which will, by His Majesty *s commands, be laid 
before you. ^

The Speech of the Lorda Commsnoners tohoth Houses 
of Parliament, on Monday, July 28^ 1828. 

My Lords, and Gentlemen, 

WE are commanded by His Majesty to ac- 
quaint you^ that the business of the session haring 
been brought to a close^ His Majesty is enabled to 
rjelease you from your attendance in Parfiament. 

'His Majesty commands us, at the same time, Xq 
return to you His warm acknowledgements for the 
seal and diligence with which you have applied your- 
^selres to the consideration of many subjects, of great 
importance to the public welfare. 

The provisions which you have made fqr the re- 
gulaion of the import of eom, -conibining a^quate 
protection for doHiestic agriculture with due pre- 
caution ag^nst the consequences of a deficient 
harvest, will, in the confident expectation of His 
Majesty, promote the inseparable interests of all 
dasses of His subjects. 

' 'We -are comms^ed by His Majesty to acquaint 
you, that His Majesty continues to receive from His 
Allies, and irom all Foreign Powers, assurances of 
their friendly disposition « towards ^his country. 

The endeavours of His Majesty to eSect:the paci- 
fication of Greece, in concert with His Allies, the 
King of France and the Emperor of Russia, hav^ 
^continued unabated. 
Jlis Imperial M^'esty h^s foiuid himself un^er 
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tfieneeenity of declaring war against the Ottofitan' 
Porte, upon grounds concerning exclusively the in- 
terests of his own dominions, and unconnected with 
the stipulations of the Treaty of 6th July 1827. 

His Majesty deeply laments the- oceorrence of 
these hostilities, and will omit no' effort of friendly 
interposition to restore peace. 

The determination of the- Pbwers, parties to the 
Treaty of the 6th July, to effect the objects of that 
Treaty, remains unchanged*- 

His Imperial Majesty has consented to waive the 
exercise, in the Mediterranean Sea, of any rights 
appertaining to His Imperial Majesty in the charao- 
ter of a Belligerent Power, and to recall the separate 
instructions which had been given to the Comman« 
der of his Naval forces in. that sea,, directing hoatUe 
operations against the Ottoman Porte. 

His: Majesty will, therefore, continue to combme 
His efforts with those of the King of France and 
His Imperial Majesty, for the purpose of carrying 
into complete execution the stipulations of the Treaty 
of London. 

His Majesty commands us to acquaint you, that 
His Majesty had every reason to hope, when H^ 
last addressed you, that the arrangements which had 
been made for administering the Government of Por- 
tugal, until the period at which the Emperor of 
Brazil should' have completed his» abdication of the 
Throne of Portugal, would have secured the .peace- 
and promoted tbe happiness oi a country, in the* 
welfare of which His Majesty has ever taken the 
deepest interest.

I am sure you will be glad to find, that the zeal 
and professional talent exhibited by Captain Lush- 
ington, his Officers, and ship's company, have excited 
the admiration of all. 

The Mtno, was worked up in the night, under 
reefed courses and close reefed topsails, anchored', 
and sprung, with such precision, within ei^t hundfed 
yards of the Castle, as to enable that intelligent 
Officer, Lieutenant Logan, of the royal marine artil- 
lery, to throw one hundred and two shells into the 
Castle, only the first four going too far.
